John W. Davenport at Francis last 
Saturday night. 
The hearing began shortly after I 
o’clock, and at 3:30 three witnesses 
had been examined, namely, Otis W. 
Tittle, keeper of the Vinita bloodhounds; 
Hon. James Davenport, brother of the 
deceased; and R. J. Skinner, city mar­ 
shal of Francis. 
Tittle testified to the reputation of 
the two 
bloodhounds 
used Sunday 
night at Francis in the effort to detect 
the slayer of Dr. Davenport. 
One of 
them had trailed the outlaw Wycliffe 
brothers many miles and brought them 
to bay where they killed Gilstrap, one 
of the pursuing officers. 
A map was used which showed the . 
spot where the boily was found, in the 
southern suburbs of Francis under a 
barbed wire fence and the tdPHtory 
intervening between 
that and Mrs. ; 
Brooks* home, about six blocks north- j 
east. 
Witness testified that first th e . 
younger dog was given scent of de- j 
ceased*s clothing at the spot where the 
body was found; that the animal took j 
a trail along the street east, thence 
north for about two blocks when h e 1 
was called off. 
Then the old veteran , 
dog was started on the inside of the j 
fence which enclosed a plowed field; 


whereupon he took up a trail leading 
across the corner of the field, thence 
north along the street directly to de­ 
fendant's house. 
It was night, the 
house was locked up and no one inside. 
After officers had gained entrance the 
dog entered, smelled of a rocking chair, 
tore at the bed clothes, passed on to 
the kitchen and to a north door. 
From 
there the animal went to the house of 
Mr. Harrison, a neighbor, where de­ 
fendant was found spending the night. 
The other two wetnesses testified 
substantially to the same facts. 
It was also testified that a revolver 
was found in defendant’s house, the 
barrel of which was smoked and wet 
as if recently discharged and one cham­ 
ber filled with an apparently fresh car­ 
tridge, while the other loads appeared 
corroded more or less; furthermore, 
that next morning when following the 
route taken by the dog there were dis- 
! covered the tracks of a 
together with those of a man cornin 
.from defendant’s house to near the 
scene of the killing, and the same 
woman tracks returning to the home. 
Measurement showed Mrs. 
Brooks’ 
shoe to tit these tracks. 
Mr. Davenport and Mr. Skinner told 
of Mrs. Brooks confessing to them that 
for a year or more she had been inti­ 
mate with the doctor. 
Other facts adduced were substan­ 
tially as detaiW in Monday’s News. 
On cross examination by defendant’s 
counsel Mr. Skinner admitted having 
seen fresh tracks of two men through 
the field southward from the scene. 


which tracks crossed a branch away 
from the beaten path. [After question 
of the court, witness added that there 
were also dog tracks along with the 
men’s. 
As stated yesterday, the woman em­ 
phatically 
denies 
having done the 
shooting, or even having seen the doc­ 
tor on the fatal night.

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BLOODHOUNDS VERSUS 


WOMAN'S WORD 


A handsome, clear-eyed young woman 


sitting composedly in the court room, 
surrounded by a mass of eager, curious, 
perspiring 
humanity—such 
was the 


scene in the U. S. commissioners court 
room Tuesday afternoon at the pre- 
liminary hearing of Mrs. Mary E. 
Brooks, charged with murdering Dr. 
John W. Davenport at Francis last 
Saturday night. 


The hearing began shortly after 1 


o'clock, and at 3:30 three witnesses 
had been examined, namely, Otis W. 
Tittle, keeper of the Vinita bloodhounds; 
Bon. James Davenport, brother of the 
deceased; and. R. J. Skinner, city mar- 
shal of Francis. 


Tittle testified to the reputation of 


the two 
bloodhounds used Sunday 


night at Francis in the effort to detect 
the slayer of Dr. Davenport. 
One of 


them had trailed the outlaw Wye liffe 
brothers many miles and brought them 
to bay where they killed Gilstrap, one 
of the pursuing officers. 


A map was used which showed the 


spot where the body was found, in the 
southern suburbs of Francis under a 
barbed wire fence and the teft-itory 
intervening between 
that and Mrs. 


Brooks' home, about six blocks north- 
east. Witness testified that first the 
younger dog was given scent of de- 
ceased's clothing at the spot where the 
] 


body was found, that the animal took j 
a trail along the street east, thence j 
north for about two blocks when he 1 
was called off. Then the old veteran 
dog was started on the inside of the 
fence which enclosed a plowed field. 


whereupon he took up a trail leading 
across the corner of the field, thence 
north along the street directly to de- 
fendant's house. It was night, the 
house was locked up and no one inside. 
After officers had gained entrance the 
dog entered, smelled of a rocking chair, 
tore at the bed clothes, passed on to 
the kitchen and to a north door. From 
there the animal went to the house of 
Mr. Harrison, a neighbor, where de- 
fendant was found spending the night. 


The other two witnesses testified 


substantially to the same facts. 


It was also testified that a revolver 


was found in defendant's house, the 
barrel of which was smoked and wet 
as if recently discharged and one cham- 
ber filled with an apparently fresh car- 


which tracks crossed a branch away 
from the beaten path. [After question 
of the court, witness added that there 
were also dog tracks along with the 
men 'e. 


As stated yesterday, the woman em- 


phatically denies 
having done the 


shooting, or even having seen the doc- 
tor on the fatal night.

2 PASSENGERS HURT
